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1944 DECLARATION OF ESTIMATED 


INCOME AND VICTORY TAX 
(Form 1040-ES) 
Who Must Make a Declaration 

A declaration must be made by every 
cilizen or resident of the United States 
by April 15th, who, if— 

]. SINGLE, OR MARRIED, BUT NOT 
LIVING WITH SPOUSE (whether or not 
head of a family), expects to receive in 
1944— 

(a) more than $2,700 of wages subject 
to withholding; or 

(b) more than $100 of income from all 
other sources, provided his total income 
is expected to amount to $500 or more. 

2. MARRIED AND LIVING WITH 
SPOUSE, expects to receive in 1944, 
either alone or together with his spouse— 

(a) more than $3,500 of wages subject 
to withholding; or 

(b) more than $100 of income from all 
other sources, provided— 

their total combined income is expected 
to amount to $1,200 or more; or 

his total separaie income is expected 
to amount to more than $624. 

In addition, a declaration is required of 
any individual whose income for 1943 
was in excess of the amounts stated 
above. 

PENALTIES.—The following penaliies 
are imposed by law: 

For failing to file declaration or failing 
to pay estimated iax—Five percent of 
the unpaid amount of each installment 
due but unpaid plus | percent for each 
month or part of a month (except ihe 
first) during which such amount remains 
unpaid, up to a maximum of 10 percent 
of the unpaid amount of such insiallmeni. 

For underestimating tax by more than 
20 percent (3314 percent for farmers).— 
Six percent of entire shortage in estimate, 
but not more than the amount by which 
the estimate falls short of 80 percent of 
the tax (or, in the case of farmers, 6624 
percent of the tax). This penalty will not 
apply if the estimated tax is computed 
on last year’s income at this year’s rates 
and exemptions, and is paid on time in 
equal quarterly installments or is paid 
ahead of time (or, in the case of farmers, 
is paid in full on or before-the 15th day 
of the last month of the taxable year).

YOU MAY FILE application for a com- 
mission in the U. S. Navy provided (1) 
you are classified 1A and (2) there is no 
appeal pending. 

YOU MUST obtain a release from your 

Draft Board and from Plomb Tool Com- 
pany at such time as your application is 
returned from Washington. 
. YOU MAY NOT apply for a commission 
in the U. S. Navy if your name appears 
on the Deferred Schedule, or if there’s an 
appeal pending. 

The above rules apply to the U.S. Navy 
only. We are trying to get similar in- 
formation covering U. S. Army Commis- 
sions. One thing we have found out that 
getting a commission is extremely diffi- 
cult, in fact, next to impossible.
